‘Flak’ Meets Thin Air : 


TOKYO, Aug. 30.—(AP)— 
A mass evacuation of British 
|subjects from the Japanese 
Empire was indicated today 
in a British embassy an- 
nouncement that it had ar- 
ranged for a ship to come to 
Japan to remove all British 
nationals desiring to leave. 

As the Japanese government 
studied closely its delicate rela- 
tions with both Great Britain and 
the United States as a result of 
the Russian-German war, the 
British embassy issued the follow- 
ing statement: 

“In view of freezing regulations 
a number of British subjects have 
declared their intention of leaving 
Japan at the first opportunity, To 
facilitate their departure the British 
government will shortly send a ship 
to Japan, 


1,000 BRITONS AFFECTED 

“British subjects who wish to 
avail themselves of this opportunity 
are being requested to get in touch 
with the nearest British consular of- 
ficer.” 

There are about 1,000 Britons liv- 
ing throughout the empire, 

The freesing of British and 
American funds in Japan followed 
similar tying up of Japanese assets 

in the United States and the 
British Empire. 

Throughout all Japan each British 
subject was to receive from his 
consul a letter following the lines 
of the embassy statement. Briton: 
were silent on details concerning the 
type of ship to come, its route and 
the fime of its arrival. 


FOLLOWS CONFERENCE 

The consulates sending out the 
notices are scattered throughout 
the Japanese empire and in Man- 
chukuo as well. 

The British decision was taken 
following conferences between Am- 
bassador Sir Robert Craigie and 
Foreign Minister Teijiro Toyoda. 

The Japanese government for 
the moment turned its principal 
attention to the United States, get- 
ting 2 detailed report on the Am- 
erican situation from the minis- 
ter to Washington, Kaname Wak- 
asugi, who arrived home today 
and went into conference with 
Toyoda, ; . 

Ambassador Joseph Grew of the 
United States cancelled plans to 
spend the weekend outside the cap- 
ital. 

Wakasugi, who arrived as Japan 
was awaiting a reply to a message 
sent to President Roosevelt by 
Premier Prince Konoye, told the 
Japanese press that the wartime 
structure of the United States had 
been strengthened sharply.

ADVISES AGAINST AXIS ‘ORDER’ 


COVENTRY, England,| 
Aug. 30.— (CP) — Anthony 
Eden advised Europe today 
to choose the Anglo-Ameri- 
can peace as formulated at 


the Churchill-Roosevelt At- 
lantic conference over Hit- 
ler’s “new order” as stressed 
at his secret meeting with 
Mussolini on the Russian war 
front. 

The eight-point declaration of 
Prime Minister Churchill and 
President Roosevelt, the foreign 
secretary said, “establishes prin- 
ciples which will be equally valid 
for all nations” and “excludes all 
idea of hegemony or tone lead- 
ership in the east or west.” 

The program will “require the 
collaboration of us all,” he added 
in a speech to munitions workers 
in which he emphasized the need 
for more arms for all fronts of the 
world.

Britain and France declared war 

upon Germany. The war was 

brought quickly home to Canada 
as the stout ship Athenia, on its 
way to this country, with a heavy 
cargo and a large passenger list, 
was torpedoed on Sept. 3., several 
hundred miles off the Hebrides. 

Miss Alta Magoon of this city, was 

among the passengers and one 

who, fortunately, was saved. 

Reaction in Canada was quick. 
Prime Minister W. L. Mackenzie 
King summoned parliament in 
Special session and Canada, stand- 
ing four-square beside Britain, de- 
clared war upon Germany on Sept. 
10. 

From the first, this city was “in 
the thick of it.” Several days be- 
fore hostilities actually broke out, 
preparations were made for even- 
tualities. Feeling on all sides was 
strongly in favor of an all-out war 
effort and offers of service flowed 
to the Dominion government from 
many Edmontonians. 


LT.-COL. BROWN TAKES 
CHARGE 

On Aug. 25, as a precautionary 
measure, Lt.-Col. E. Brown, M.M., 
E.D., Area Commandant was called 
up for duty and placed on the active 
service list. He immediately set 
about the task of laying plans for 
mobilizing the garrison, should war 
actually break out and of course, up 
until the last, hope was held out 
that hostilities could be avoided. 
Nevertheless, Lt.-Col. Brown went 
ahead with planning the manifold 
details attendant upon mobilizing a 
Jarge force of men, with the pro- 
vision of necessary quarters, mess- 
ing arrangements, equipment, com- 
munications, health services and 
other details. 

There are some occasions and oc- 
currences that do not appear im- 
portant at the time, but in the light 
of subsequent events, take on 
significance. Also, as was the case 
with the impending declaration of 
war, certain action was taken, of 
which nothing could be said at the 
time. But, two years after, it is an 
(llustration of “now it can be told.” 

On Friday, Sept. 1, 1939 — the 
day Hitler sent his legions into 
Poland—Lt. Col, Brown contacted 
McDougall high school, Alberta 
College, McTavish Business Col- 
lege and S8t. Joseph's Roman 
Catholic high school and they 
agreed to obtain all available 
male stenographers to assist the 
several medical boards, which it 
was proposed to establish. 

Arrival of Saturday morning saw 
Lt. Col. Brown conferring with 
lumber merchants and himself act- 
ing as district engineer officer, 
construction of the huts in the camp 
area was discussed. Ground was 
staked out from a previously pre- 
pared plan. 


MOBILIZATION ORDERED 


During Saturday afternoon, 12

WAR DECLARED 

It was on the following day,

MEN QUICKLY RESPOND 

During Sunday, word leaked out, 
as it obviously was bound to, with 
construction of huts going on, that 
mobilization probably would be 
carried out immediately and Lt. 
Col. Brown and other senior offi- 
cers were worried. 

Telephones were installed all 
over the armories, Officers and ser- 
geants’ messes, maintained for 20 
years by the non-permanent active 
militia, were being turned over ‘to 
active service occupation. 

Daybreak on Monday, Sept. 4, 
saw hundreds of men waiting for 
medical boards.

Labor Day 


Monday provides a particularly 
significant celebration for Labor 
throughout the democratic world be- 
cause the circumstances in which this 
Labor Day occurs, in Canada, Britain, 
and the United States, permit Labor 
to strike a decisive blow against the 
most formidable foe that has ever 
arisen to threaten its existence. 

It is true that Labor organization 
arose, in the first place, under the op- 
position or, at least, without the co-op- | 
eration of ownership. 

That opposition was offered, in most 
cases, because the ultimate aim of the 
movement was uncertain. And uncer- 
tain things are likely to be frightening. 

So, during those formative years, 
when Labor was busy defining its own 
purpose and its own ends, there was 
some remote justification for regarding 
ownership as its natural opponent. 
There was some Slight reason in regard- 
ing Labor and ownership as naturally 
antithetic if not antipathetic to each 
other, 

That day, of course, is long past. 

There may be some survival of 
ownership antagonism to Labor. But 
any display of such antagonism is gen- 
erally regarded as antisocial. Owner- 
ship realizes today that its own survival 
depends on the expansion of the demo- 
cratic system and that the Labor move- 
ment is a legitimate and essential phase 
of that system. 

Ownership and Labor, therefore, 
are complementary and interdepend- 
ent. 

Since both ownership and Labor de- 
pend upon the democratic system, each 
is threatened by the totalitarian dogma 
which atacks the democratic system. 

Every successive attempt to ration- 
alize totalitarianism into a social phil- 
osophy shows more clearly how totali- | 
tarianism is opposed in principle and 
fact to the state of mind and social 
usage which produced the Labor 
movement, 

But the totalitarian attack on Labor 
is far more than theoretical. It is a mat- | 
ter of history that Hitler's ‘first act | 
upon assumption of power was to dis- | 
band every labor union in Germany. 

Labor, then, has a_ particularly 
vital stake in this war. All the gains it | 
has painfully made over a period of | 
years are placed in jeopardy by the 
Nazis and the Fascists and by the doc- 
trines for which they stand. 

The war effort of Labor, therefore, 
is more than a patriotic exercise. It is 
more than a contribution towards the 
safety of the country or the safety of 
democracy. 

It is an essential effort to secure the 
safety and continuity of Labor itself. 

A victory for Hitler would bring 
many changes on this continent. But 
it would bring no change more sure or 
certain than the destruction of every- 
thing for which Labor has worked dur- 
ing the past 50 years. 


A Vichy Minister 


The Canadian people will have some 
difficulty understanding the declaration 
of the state department that M. Rene 
Ristelhueber, Vichy minister to this 
country, “will remain in Ottawa for the 
present.” : 

Canada has every right to maintain 
diplomatic relationships absolutely 
without regard to the diplomatic rela- 
tionships of Great Britain. 

Yet one would think, especially in 
war time, that the attitude of Great 
Britain, virtually sitting in the lap of 
Europe, would give some guide to Can- | 
ada in these European relations. 

Britain has no diplomatic inter- 
course with Vichy. In strict fact, since 
British forces and Vichy forces have 
exchanged shots in Syria, Britain is at 
war witn Vichy. 

When, then, should Canada be the 
only part of the Empire to maintain 
this sort of recognition of a government 
which, in the very nature of our rela- 
tions with her, we must regard as il- 
legal and not only unrepresentative but 
misrepresentative? 

There must be some reason for it 
There must be some substantia! pur- 
pose for allowing M. Ristelhueber to 
remain in Ottawa, if only “for the 
present”. 

The people of Canada would be a 

d deal more confident and a good 

eal more easy tf the state department 
would explain just what that reason 
is.

European barbarians had, ‘at least, the 
dubious decency to try to make out a 
case for their anti-semitism. 

The Germans cldimed, for instance, 
that the Jews had captured control of 
German professions and German in- 


dustry and had crowded the “Aryans” . 


out. 

The same argument was used in 
other countries where “Jewish capital- 
ism” was blamed for economic ills. 

As spurious as these claims may 
have been, they at least demonstrated 
some kind of rationalization to justify 
the cruel and inhuman persecution of 
Jewish people. 

But even if all the Germans say 
about the Jews were true, which it is 
not, none of these circumstances could 
possibly affect Japan. There is no 
Jewish money in operation there. Jews 
have no foothold in Japanese profes- 
sions or industries. Jews, in fact, do not 
enter into the economic, professional or 
social life of Japan at all. 

Thus, even though the Jews were 
the menace Hitler claims them to be, 
they could not conceivably injure Japan 
in any way. 

This anti-semitic campaign, there- 
fore, is merely an outcropping of that 
Savage cruelty that distinguishes any 
country which adopts totalitarianism. 

It is a survival of those ancient bar- 
baric days when the incidence of any 
emotion had to be celebrated in a single 
violent way. Whenever and wherever 
Savage men are aroused in any age or 
any place they have one formula for 
releasing their emotions: 

“Let's go kill something.” 


Drive Slowly This Weekend 


From Ottawa comes an appeal to 
the motorists of Canada to drive 
slowly and carefully over the Labor 
Day weekend. 

The appeal is made on two grounds: 

1, To conserve gasoline of which 
there is an acute shortage in the Dom- 
inion. 

2. To help prevent some of those 
600 traffic deaths which, according 
to the laws of averages and probability, 
will occur during the holiday period. 

Either one of these reasons is suf- 
ficient without the other. Taken to- 
gether, they provide an unanswerable 
argument for caution and low speed. 

Only one thing can prevent ration- 
ing of gasoline in this country and the 
consequent embarrassment and hard- 
ship for everybody. That is the hearty 
and willing co-operatitn of every 
motorist to conserve the motor fuel in 
every possible way. 

It is a demonstrable fact that fast 
driving wastes gasoline. Any speed 
over thirty or 35 miles per hour is 
wasteful, burning up more fuel per mile 
than the low speeds. 

Thus, the nationwide appeal for 
cautious driving over this holiday 
weekend is much more urgent that it 
has been on former years. 

Drive slowly, we are asked, to save 
lives and help win the war. 

Edmonton people will respond to 
this appeal wholeheartedly if they ap- 
preciate and understand the facts.

Centre For All Britain’s 
Fighting Planes

It's reasonable to suppose that in the 
present highly mechanized war, secret 
methods like that of 0.B.40 in the last war 
are taking place. Cryptographers who de- 
coded all the German messages in the 
Privacy of Room 40 in the ld Building 
of the Admiralty—sometim.. s€nding out 
phony messages in the secret codes of the 
Wilhelmstrasse—had their work so jeal- 
ously guarded that no married member of 
the British cabinet was entrusted with 
knowledge of “O.B.40.”

Turkey May Succumb Next 


Completion Of Persian Campaign‘ influence of the British and Russians, 


May Incite Nazis To Make 
Counter-Thrust 
By HAROLD L. WEIR 


The British and Russian move into 
Persia has been successful. Allied troops 
ate occupying the entire country peace- 
fully and a newly-formed government has 
agreed to accede in every particular to 
the wishes of the occupants. 

This joint move into Persia has cata- 
pulted Turkey again 
into the forefront of in- 
terest and pressure in the 
Axis capitals. 

The Berlin correspon- 
dent of the Neue Zuer- 
cher Zeitung (of Zurich) 
says there is no doubt in 


Nazi circles that once 
Persia is under Allied 
dominance, Turkey will 


be the next focus of Eng- 
lish efforts. The iene 
paper adds significantly 
Harold L. Welr that Berlin believes, be- 
cause of its more effective geographical 
position—its German controlled Bulgar- 
ian frontier—that German diplomacy 
there will make more headway. 

For the moment, Adolf Hitler's forces 
appear to be thoroughly occupied else- 
where but there is reason to believe that a 
Nazi move into Turkey, perhaps only far 
enough to take the small European por- 
tion and secure the strategic Dardanelles 
is entirely possible. 

The Zurich newspaper reports from 
Berlin, without being more specific, that 
the “measures” made necessary in the 
Axis view by the Russo-British move are 
being taken in “full accord.” 


Nazis Bitter 


Reaction, for the rest, seems to be con- 
fined to bitter comments replete with 
adjectives which often cannot be found in 
an ordinary dictionary about Prime Min- 
ister Winston Churchill, English imperial- 
ism and the independence of small nations. 

Characteristically, there is no refer- 
ence to nations large or small which have 
disappeared in the Axis torrent in the last 
three years, although in each instance the 
“reason” has been similar to that of the 
Allies in Persia—the threat that these 
nations would be used as enemy bases, 

There has not been even the assurance 
on the Axis side that the troops would be 
withdrawn once the danger was past. 

The Berliner Boersen-Zeitung, which 
often speaks for the German foreign 
office, adds a cryptic warning to other 
nations which permit propaganda against 
Germany on the same pretext, that of 
fifth column activity, and thereby, says 
the paper, “Play into the hands of the 
true enemies of their peace and independ- 
ence.” 

It might refer to either Turkey or 
Switzerland, for the Boersen-Zeitung has 
been the leading German critic of Swiss 


democracy. 
Cultural Ties 


How much actual German penetration 
of Persia had occurred there is no way of 
knowing. Efforts to extend at least “cul- 
tural” ties even further toward India 
were being made in Berlin, however. 

About three months ago the Afghans 
were on the verge of receiving German 
culture through a variety of schools and 
institutes to be established and manned 
under German auspices, 

As German pressure on Russia, lead- 
ing up to the invasion, increased and as 
the British displayed some initiative in 
the Middle East, the Afghans changed 
their minds and decided to do without 
this token of friendship. The schools were 
never set up. 

At the same time, about 50 Nationals 


| of Syria, Iraq and Persia were in the em- 


ploy of the German radio in Berlin as 
translators, writers and broadcasters. 
Among them was a nephew of Raschid 
Ali Al Gailani, leader of the abortive 
revolutionary movement in Iraq. The 
nephew, cstensibly a British subject for a 
long period, was also receiving the regular 
assistance which goes to British civilian 
nations still in the Reich. 

Subsequently about 500 Iragians, 
Syrians and Transjordanians, chiefly stu- 
dents in German schools, were recruited 
presumably toe serve as interpreters with 
German troops. They were sent to a place 
near Stuttgart for a month's training but 
before this was completed the Iraq cam- 
paign was ended and the hope of holding 
Syria was abandoned, The recruits re- 
turned to their studies. 


Action Justified 


The British fee] that both Persia's own 
attitude of hostility toward the Allies and 
sheer military expediency more than 
justified their action and that of the Rus- 
sians. 

It is undisputed, even by the Persians, 
that lerge numbers of German agents 
have been operating in their country. 

They were given several weeks in 
which to expel those people and if they 
had acted promptly, it would have been 
difficult for the British and Russians to 
justify the invasion, no matter how ex- 
pedient or necessary id seemed 

The fact that they played for time by 
arguing with their two powerful neigh- 
bors presented the latter with an admit- 
tedly welcome excuse for taking matters 
into their own hands ’ 

From a purely practical military 
viewpoint the full co-operation if Persia, 
voluntary ‘or otherwise, became a vital 
necessity the moment Germany invaded 
Russia, From the British point of view it 
was utterly necessary to create a solid 
wall between the Germans advancing 
through Russia and British India. 

From the Russian viewpoint, it is vital 
to establish a channel of communications 
between the Caucasus and the British 
forces in the Near East, 4 


Real Danger 

From both the British and Russian 
viewpoints, Germany could not be allowed 
at any cost to secure contro] of the 
Persian oilfields. 

Fortunately, the Persians, who have 
traditionally been attracted by the thought 
that Germany could free them from the

overplayed their hands, Real co-opera- 
tion was not to be expected from them in 
any case and if force had to be used, it 
was desirable to have a_ presentable 
excuse for it. 

Officially, the British and Russians are 
on record as not desiring to destroy 
Persia's independence and it was even 
indicated by one authoritative person that 
the actual occupation of Persia was not 
necessarily the goal of present operations, 

What does seen certain, at the same 
time, is that the British and Russians will 
now continue their operations until they 
have made contact, have established a 
secure channel of communication between 
Russia and the outside world and have 
guaranteed the full co-operation of 
Persians during the period of hostilities 
in the west, 

Ordinary Britishers welcome the 
Persian campaign as the first indication 
that their government is really deter- 
mined to take advantage of the German- 
Russian war and as a demonstration of 
initiative on the part of the British high 
command. bs 

They hope the same spirit and initia- 
tive may be demonstrated in the future, 
wherever it may be called for.

The Empire theatre, 
therefore, had been constructed in 
the interval elapsing since FPina- 
fore.

OTTAWA, Aug. 30—(CP)— 
Scheduled to make seven speeches 
in western Canada, mainly in the 
interests of the fall war savings 
campaign, Finance Minister Iisley 
will leave Ottawa tonight with 
Saskatoon his first stop. 

The minister also will visit Ed- 
monton, Vancouver, Victoria, Cale 
gary, Regina and Winnipeg. 

Mr. Ilsley said he did not expect 
to do any negotiating with the 
provinces on Dominion-provincial 
income tax agreements during his 
tour. 

All these negotiations will be 
carried on, as they have been, in 
Ottawa, the minister said. He ex.

I—FREEDOM 


T IS NOT bestowed; it is won, It is not won by 
accident but by struggle. Men struggle for what they 
desperately believe. It follows that freedom depends 

on what and how we believe. It depends on belief in 
the greatness of man, That belief depends in turn, upon 
belief in God and man as God's child. Short of that belief 
man is a slave, If man is to be free and willing to grant 
freedom to his brother he must have a great’God, greater 
than ambition or power; his God must be Love—the God 
and Father of our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. Such 
freedom as we enjoy and such freedom as we cherish in 
hope and resolve comes from this faith, 


N—TOLERANCE 


That faith must be held with conviction dearer than 
life itself. But it must be tolerant and broad. To be 
fierce in conviction and long suffering in love is an awful 
task, but it is the Christian's task. We have often been 
narrow, bigoted, and cruel, and have closed our eyes to 
the sincere devotion of our brother. We have forbidden 
him to cast out demons in any way but ours. So we have 
alienated good men and have caused Christ's little ones 
to stumble. The way is narrow but its love is broad 
Until Christians unite in aim, purpose and endeavor, they 
have not a word to say ‘against a divided world. 


IlTI—RESPONSIBILITY 


Tt is easy to sit in the scorner’s chair and to hurl the 
cynic’s ban. It is above all, easy to see and deride the 
shortcomings of the Church. It is easy to excuse one's 
self and to be aloof from it. But the propagation and 
persistence of a great faith requires an association of the 
faithfuh—a fellowship of faith, a Church. “The multitude 
of them that believed were of one heart and one mind.” 
Such unity was necessary to launching the Kingdom. 
Tt is so still. That involves the devotion of each person 
in what we boast of, as a Christian Nation. It involves 
personal responsibility for witnessing, proclaiming, the 
good news about God and man. God has come to us in 
Jesus to save the world. I plead with all readers not 
now associated with the Church to face honestly this 
question: Cam I longer remein aloof from it and claim to 
be true to myself, to my brother man and to God?

In a democracy, people must 
work with a good spirit.

In a little book 
called “You can defend America” | 
read these cryptic sentences: 

“Yesterday France built a wall. 
The Maginot Line. Steel and stone. 
She felt secure behind it. She put 
her faith in it. Yet France fell 
Why? Something was missing 
There was a gap through which an 
invader came That gap was not 
only in the wall. It was in the spirit 
of the people.” 


DIGNIFY LABOR 
What about us? Are we building 
a spirit of loyalty into our people? 
Now on Labor Day, let us ask our- 
selves ‘vhat we are doing to dignity 
labor. Out here in Gordon Head 
boys are digging bulbs, and the days 
are hot and dusty and blistering. 
One young man who has a gang of 
boys working for him takes them 
for a swim in the sea, in the middle 
of the Jay. One of the women sends 
out iced Jemonade and sandwiches 
at four o'clock to her workers. 
Little things, you say, hardly 
worth mentioning. But they lighten 
labor and they build a spirit of 
comradeship. Do you remember 
good old Fezziwig in the Christmas 
Carol? It is not work that sours 
people. Work is a blessed thing. 
But when workers are regarded 
just as “hands,” cogs in a machine, 
means to an end, and that end is 
other people's profit and pleasure, 
then the heart of the worker with- 
ers and grows black and bitter.

Sound military logic lies back of the Russo-British 
fmvasion of Iran. 

Of first importance js the fact that the only practic- 
able winter supply route for Russia lies across Iran's 
humpbacked mountains. 

Second, it slams the last open door through the Mid- 
East in the face of the Axis. With occupation of Iran, 
there will be a solid line of buffer states—British con- 
trolled—from Egypt to the borders of Britain's Russian 
ally 

Third, British prestice in the Mohammedan world de- 
manded “no fooling” with a recalcitrant state so close to 
the borders of Mohammedan India 

Fourth, the move strengthens the psychological ties 
between Britain and Russic, allowing the partners to be- 
come side-by-side geographical allies, instead of allies 
separated by German armies

The first reason was compelling. Russia needs and 


will continue to need Anglo-American goods and muni- 
tions to stay in the war with the Nazis 
The route through warrn water to the head of the 


Persian Gulf, thence across Iran and the Caspian Sea to 
Baku, affords the only relatively safe road for those sup- 


plies 


Japan could cork the Vladivostok approaches to Rus- 
sia completely. Murmansk is out. The Nazi-Finn troops 
already have cut the Murmansk-Leningrad rail lines. 
Turkey's nevtrality forbids use of the Dardanelles, and 
Germany has ar army on Turkey's European border to 
make sure that passage stays closed. Ice closes Russia's 
Arctic ports 

It had to be the route through Iran or nothing. Bri- 
tain was in contro] of its sea approaches, and Russo-Brit- 
ish occupation of Iran assured the overland segment of 
the route 

An excellent railway, completed in 1938, runs from 
the Persian Gulf to the Caspian Sea. In addition, numer- 
ous truck roads run through Iran, normally transporting 
more tonnage than the railways. Many of them are sur- 
faced with crushed stone

Iran, between British India and Turkey, was the stra- 
fegic route east for the Axis. If the latter had passage 
through Turkey, it would be in excellent position to slam 
into the Caucasus and Britain's Indian empire through 
Iran 

Russo-British occupation and fortification of the Iran- 
jan approaches would in large measure nullify Turkey 


as a jumping-off point for the Axis, place a thousand 
miles of tough country between Germany and its goals. 

The Mohammedan angle can’t be overlooked. Reza 
Shah Pahlavi, ruler of Iran, married his crown prince to 
Princess Fawzia, sister of King Farouk of Egypt—a suc- 
cessful defiance of Britain by Iran might cause repercus- 
sions throughout the Moslem world. Britain moved fast 
and hard when Iraqi Moslems revolted. @ 

Prestige is involved, too. Reza Shah Pahlavi has been 
a hard bargainer in his dealings with Britain. The Anglo- 
Iranian Oil Company paid through the nose for its rich 
concessions in Iran. All Iran's modern improvements 
have been financed by British pounds. If the Shah now 
scorned Britain, after taking millions, it would react un- 
favorably for British “face” throughout the Orient 

The British earlier this year transferred one of their 
best generals—Archibald’ Wavell-—to head the command 
in India. The move was criticized at the time. Wavell 
directed the operations in Iran from headquarters at 
Simla, India. It appears Britain merely moved her best 
military brain to a more vital sector 

Motivations for the invasion of Iran are clear. The 
winter supply route for Russia, the closed door to the 
east, prestige in the Moslem world and st rengthening of 
morale dictated the move
